THE BULLETIN recently issued by the Treasury 
Department, Washington, D. C. analyzing the intent 
of the Federal ,Corporation-Tax Law, 
The defining what the Department considers 
a “net income” and detailing the manner 
in which the various interstate corpora- 
tions affected shall prepare and submit their annual 
réports, purports to convey an impression that the 
objections raised to the Department’s requirements 
under the act—chiefly by public and private account- 
ants—are not so serious as had originally been repre- 
sented. The Department officials admit that they 
have had before them a “problem” in the matter of 
so preparing forms and regulations as to carry out 
the intent of the law and at the same time to avoid, 
as far as consistent, unnecessary and unreasonable 
interference with the ordinary practices of business ; 
they foresee complications possible of arising; they 
promise to permit corrections of errors in these cor- 
poration reports but threaten vigorous prosecution 
in all cases of fraudulent purpose ; and, finally, noting 
the many serious objections raised to the compulsory- 
publicity provisions of the act, they declare that these 
provisions for filing reports for record and for pub- 
lic inspection are so clear that the Department has 
no discretion whatever in the matter. 

It will be recalled that President Taft in a special 
message commended this compulsory-publicity pro- 
vision of the bill when pending as its most desirable 
feature; so, presumably, the administration will be 
“more than pleased” at the operation of the law no 
matter whether or not it proves to be a good revenue- 
getter at the outset or whether: or not its enforce- 
ment leads to harassing and expensive litigation. 

As to the possible revenues from this corporation 
tax it is interesting to note that this bulletin of the 
Department says that more than four hundred thous- 
and interstate corporations are affected by the new 
law. -The estimate will surprise nobody, for the num- 
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ber has been set variously around a half-million. If 
it be assumed that four hundred thousand companies 
will be found to have net incomes this year in-excess 
of $5,000 each and that this excess averages $1,000 
—an extremely low estimate—then the aggregate cor 
poration income to be taxed would be $400,000,000, 
and at I per cent this would yield a revenue of $4,- 
000,000 to the Federal Government for the first year 
—a very respectably-sized fee for the mere “privilege” 
of doing an interstate-corporation business, as_ the 
administration interprets this tax on incomes to be 
levied, obviously, under a plain prohibition of the 
Constitution, 

But when we consider the scores upon scores or 
even hundreds upon hundreds of interstate corpora- 
tions whose net annual incomes are up in the millions 
of dollars, it will be clear that the average net income 
above $5,000 will be enormously in excess of $1,000. 
Here is the United States Steel Corporation, for in- 
stance, whose gross earnings for 1908 were $482,- 
307,840 which, after deducting all manufacturing and 
operating expenses, interest, taxes, debts of subsidiary 
companies and all other items of output, left a bal- 
ance of $45,634,679 for distribution in dividends ; the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company had a reported net 
income of $35,719,306 for its fiscal year 1908; while 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company’s net income for 
1908—lines both east and west of Pittsburgh and all 
other systems owned, operated, controlled by or affili- 
ated in interest with the parent corporation—was 
$99,855,748. Is it therefore wholly unthinkable that 
these four hundred thousand interstate corporations 
will show for this year 1909 an aggregate taxable 
net income of somewhere around $2,000,000,000 and 
that the Federal Government would derive from it— 
if the tax were to be collected—a revenue of $20 
000,000 ? 

The acute question is, Will the tax ever be collected ? 
Between now and June 30, 1910, the United States 
Supreme Court may “do things” to this law that 
would leave it without potency for good or evil, one 
way or the other. And the probability is that it will 
The corporation tax is a tax on success.

eral months indicated a marked improvement in both 
the internal and foreign commerce of the United 
States, are now showing improved conditions in the 
foreign commerce of many of the countries of the 
world, 

Argentina’s imports in the six months ended with 
June, 1909, show a gain of 9 million dollars over the 
same months of last year; exports a gain of 28 
millions. Australia, while showing a slight decline 
in imports, shows an increase of 7 millions in exports 
in the first six months of 1909 over the correspond- 
ing period of 1908. Austria-Hungary for the seven 
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months ended with July last shows an increase of 18 
millions in imports and 2 millions in exports. Bel- 
gium for the eight months ended with August shows 
a gain of 34 millions in imports and 14 millions in 
exports. Brazilian imports for the six months ended 
with June, 1909, show a drop of 8 million dollars, 
but the exports meantime show an increase of 23 
millions. British South Africa shows for the eight 
months ended with August, 1909, a gain of 6 mil- 
lions in imports and 11 millions in exports, Canada’s 
imports for the five months ended with August, 1909, 
are 142 million dollars, against 112 millions in the 
corresponding months of last year; and her exports, 
97 million dollars, against 90 millions in the same 
months of last year. Cuba for the twelve months 
ended June 30, 1909, shows imports 84 million dollars, 
against 97 millions in the preceding fiscal year; and 
the exports, 116 millions, against 97 millions last 
year. Egypt shows, for the eight months ended with 
August, 1909, a decline of 9 million dollars in imports, 
but an increase of 6 millions in exports. France for 
the eight months ended with August, 1909, shows an 
increase of 40 million dollars in imports and of 48 
millions in exports. Germany shows, for the six 
months ended with June, 1909, an increase of 47 
million dollars in imports and of nearly 3 millions 
in exports. British India for the four months ended 
with July, 1909, shows a decrease of 20 million dol- 
lars in imports, but an increase of 30 millions in ex- 
ports. Italy shows, for the eight months ended with 
August, 1909, an increase of 29 million dollars in 
imports and of 12 millions in exports. Japan for 
the seven months ended with July, 1909, shows a de- 
crease Of 21 millions in imports, but an increase of 
5 millions in exports. Russia in Europe for the six 
months ended with June, 1909, shows a decline of 
1% million dollars in imports, but an increase of 75 
millions in exports. Switzerland for the six months 
ended with June, 1909, shows an increase of 5 million 
dollars in imports and of 4 millions in exports. The 
United Kingdom shows for the nine months ended 
with September, 1909, imports, 2,189 million dollars, 
against 2,121 millions in. the same months of 1908; 
and exports, 1,350 millions, against 1,390 millions in 
the corresponding period of last year—an increase in 
imports but a decline in exports. Imports into the 
United States in the ten months ended with October, 
1909, the latest period for which figures are available, 
amounted to 1,195 million dollars, against 900 mil- 
lions in the same months of the preceding year; and 
exports, 1,360 millions, against 1,403 millions in the 
corresponding months of the preceding year; while 
for the single month of October the figures are, im- 
ports, 127 million dollars, against 102 millions in Oc- 
tober of last year; and of exports, 199 millions, 
against 172 millions in the same month of 1908. 

These increases in foreign commerce both in the 
case of the United States and of other countries, 
while indicating in some degree an increase in quan- 
tity of merchandise moved, are in part due to higher 
prices, Just as lower prices in many articles imme- 
diately followed the commercial depression of 1907-8, 
an advance in prices has, in many cases, followed 
the improved trade conditions of 1909. 
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To REACH the roots of the white plague, which the 

world is now working to eradicate, the Federal Bureau 

of Labor has made an investigation as 

Consumption to the mortality from consumption in 

and Dust. common occupations. The first fact 

¢ demonstrated by this investigation is that 

consumption is most prevalent among persons who are 

engaged in the so-called dusty trades, and least preva- 

lent among those who work in the pure air and sani- 
tary conditions of the farm and forest. 

Here is a startling comparison taken from the last 
census: The death rate from consumption among 
marble and stone cutters was 5.41 per 1,000, among 
farmers it was 1.12 per 1,000, and among lumbermen 
it was only 1.07 per 1,000. 

“So marked a difference as this,” comments. Pro- 
fessor Frederick L. Hoffman of the Bureau of Labor, 
“must have an essential cause, far more profound than 
mere differences in social and economic conditions.” 
He declares that dust is the chief cause of consump- 
tion, because it so injures the lungs and delicate air 
passages that they become most susceptible to the 
germs of the disease. 

Metallic and mineral dust necessarily inhaled by 
indoor workers is the most dangerous, but responsible 
for a large percentage of the cases of consumption 
is what is designated as “municipal” dust. The prob- 
lem of preventing it on city streets is much greater 
since the advent of the automobile. How necessary 
it is to keep them as clean as possible is shown by the 
fact that about one-third of the 5,000 street sweepers 
of New York were found to be infected with con- 
sumption at a recent examination, although all were 
free from it when first employed at that work. 


In Berlin, Germany, the street cleaning force is free 
from tubercular disease. In New York it is the rule 
to collect the dust without previously sprinkling the 
streets, while the opposite rule is scrupulously ob- 
served in Berlin. Nearly 37 per cent of the deaths 
among New York’s street cleaners are due to diseases 
of the lungs and air passages. This excessive mor- 
tality rate demonstrates the danger from “municipal” 
dust to every resident of a large city. 

Statistics compiled by one of the largest of the 
American industrial insurance companies from its ex- 
perience show the following percentages of deaths 
from consumption among the total deaths of persons 
over 15 years of age engaged in the principal dust 
producing trades. It must be understood that these 
are not death rates for these occupations, but con- 
sumption rates. For instance, out of 100 button- 
makers dying, it. was found that nearly 38 died of 
consumption. Grain handlers, 20.8 per cent; millers, 
15.6 per cent; bakers, 20.4 per cent; confectioners, 
22.2 per cent; cigar-makers, 28.9 per cent; other to- 
bacco workers, 34.8 per cent; tobacco dealers, 21.9 
per cent; tanners and curriers, 18.6 per cent ; harness- 
makers, 17.5 per cent; glove-workers, 18.5 per cent; 
shoemakers,:19.2 per cent; other leather workers, 32.1 
per cent; button-makers, 37.8 per cent. 

Many states have enacted laws for improved sani- 
tary conditions in work shops and factories, but few 
of them have laid special stress on the necessity for 
eliminating dust so far as possible. That may be 
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done best, of course, at the point of origin, by means 
of many mechanical devices now obtainable. To equip 
dust-producing industries with means to prevent the 
inhalation of dust is fully as necessary as to provide 
good light and air and proper sanitary conditions, if 
the chief cause of consumption is to be abolished.

HIGHER RAZOR BLADE DUTY. 





Razor blades in the rough are held by the Board of 
United States General Appraisers to be dutiable at 
the rate of 50 cents a dozen and 15 per cent ad 
valorem, under the provision for “unfinished razor 
blades.” It was alleged by a firm of Eastern import- 
ers that the blades were dutiable at 35 per cent as 
steel forgings, or at the appropriate rates as forms of 
steel not specially provided for, or at Io or 20 per cent 
as unenumerated unmanufactured, or manufactured 
articles under section 6 of the tariff. 

The issue came before sub-board No. 2, with the re- 
sult that none of the claims alleged by the importers 
are sustained. General Appraiser Fischer says in his 
decision for the board that the articles are perfectly 
formed, seeming to require nothing but smoothing 
and grinding to make them complete blades. The im- 
ported articles are found, says the decision, to be noth- 
ing other than razor blades, made solely for use as 
blades for razors and suitable for no other purpose. 

“The fact that such articles are imported,” says 
the decision, “finished to a further extent and still not 
completely finished, we do not consider important. By 
merely omitting to put the final touch upon an article 
it becomes unfinished, and it would also be so consid- 
ered were additional processes required to perfect it, so 
long as it has reached a form and stage wherein it is 
fit for no other useful purpose. We think the articles 
here in question are specifically provided for in para- 
graph 153, as unfinished razor blades. The protest is 
overruled.”

DEPARTMENT. 


HOW THE MERCHANT CAN REDUCE HIS LOSSES FROM BAD AC- 
COUNTS BY WATCHING HIS COLLECTIONS CLOSELY. 
BY C. C. LAWSON, SECRETARY MISSOURI RETAIL MERCHANTS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


The up-to-date merchant keeps constantly in close touch 
with his business, giving it the results of his thoughts, and 
never allowing himself to get too busy to think, for when 
a man gets too busy to think he loses money. He not only 
keeps in touch with the record of goods sold today, but also 
of the accoum: due for the goods that were sold a year ago 
today, or maybe five years ago and are still unpaid for. He 
also keeps an eye on the expense account and takes ad- 
vantage of his discounts, and, like “Figurin’ Jim,” he is al- 
ways looking ahead. 

“Figurin’ Jim” was a hard working nigger and had no 
use for the trifling, no-account darkeys that laid around and 
didn’t work. One day Jim went down to the ticket office 
of the railroad, and, stepping up to the window addressed 
the ticket agent as follows: “Say, Boss, how much is a ticket 
to Springfield?” “Eight dollars,” replied the agent. “Well, 
how much would it be for a corpse?” “Just the same,” an- 
swered the agent. “Well, how much would it be for a round 
trip?” “Sixteen dollars.” “Well, would it be the same fur 
de corpse fur a round trip, too?” asked Jim. “Well, I sup- 
pose it would,” replied the agent, “but we don’t generally sell 
tickets for dead people but for one way.” 

“Well, Boss, it’s jest like dis: You see, my wife, Sukey, 
she’s daid, and her folks all live down in Springfield, and I

Every merchant, big or little, who by his negligence al- 
lows accounts to become outlawed, and barred by the statute 
of limitations for want of keeping track of the debtor, be- 
comes in a way a party to making oftentimes a rascal of 
what might otherwise have been an honest man. Many an 
individual’s first act of rascality was committed when he 
learned that bills became barred by law after a certain length 
of time had elapsed and no payment or written promise to 
pay had been made by him, and the retail inerchants through- 
out the land have done much by their negligence to educate 
the masses in this particular branch of commercial law until 
now-a-days the statute of limitations is to the deadbeat what 
the alibi is to the thief; his dearest friend. 

On the other hand there is never in the stock of goods 
any merchant carries a commodity in which there is as much 
profit as in his old accounts, if given as much consideration 
as he does the goods for there is nothing succeeds so well in 
making collections as persistent dunning, and any merchant 
who will adopt a system whereby the knowledge of his ac- 
count is kept. constantly in the mind of the delinquent cus- 
tomer, will be agreeably surprised at the result of his efforts. 
No man ever gets accustomed to being dunned, and I have 
frequently made collections from men who came in and paid 


their accounts in order to stop the regular system of letters 
they were receiving. 


No account need become valueless (if the debtor remains 


alive) if given proper attention, for the simple reason that 
every one’s condition in life is constantly changing. We 
either progress or go back. We get better off or poorer, and 
if we have nothing to start with, there is but one direction 
to go, and that is to go forward. No man wants to remain 
poor and it is not infrequent that an account that appears 
and probably is worthless today, may in five years be worth 
its face and interest, provided, however, the merchant has 
not allowed it ‘to become barred by law through his negli- 
gence in not keeping in touch with the debtor by letters that 
would command replies, which replies would in themselves 
keep the account alive, since a written acknowledgment of 
an indebtedness reinstates an account. 


THE USE OF PROMISSORY NOTES IN COLLECTIONS. 


A rule which I have adopted in my office and recom- 
mended to my merchant clients in handling delinquent ac- 
counts, that has proven very satisfactory and profitable as 
well, is the taking of promissory notes. A note when given 
does away with the necessity of an itemized statement being 
kept as the note is in itself evidence of the fact that a settle- 
ment between the parties has been had; that there has been 
a meeting of the minds of the contracting parties, and a bal- 
ance arrived at, hence if at maturity of the note suit is neces- 
sary or at any other time the note alone when filed is suf- 
ficient to prove the indebtedness without an itemized state- 
ment, and the usual affidavit as is required by law when suing 
on open accounts. Further, in this state (Missouri) an open 
account on which no payment has been made or written 
promise to pay is held by the creditor is barred by our statute 
of limitations in five years whereas, a promissory note is not 
barred for ten years, during which period of time many 
changes may take place in the aitairs of men. We live in a 
period when men become rich sometimes in a day. 

Again, every one, business men, professional men, in fact, 
all of us, give a promissory note with our names affixed 
thereto more consideration than an open account on which 
our name is written by a creditor, and if both the open 
account and promissory note become due the same day and 
we have money to pay but one, itis needless to say on which 


indebtedness it will be applied, though” each are of equal. 


importance towards maintaining our financial standing and 
credit. And, too, there are some men who will never allow 
an open account to worry them at all, yet will lay awake at 
night to devise ways and means to meet a promissory note 
when once it is executed, which would be of no more value 
to the creditor than their open account. 

This fact was illustrated to me some time ago. An ac- 
count had been filed in my office against a man who among 
the merchants was looked upon and considered the prince 
of deadbeats. I called the prince in by letter, and received 
from him the usual hard luck story and promise to pay. I 
assured him that his explanation was quite satisfactory, and 
suggested that the, matter be closed up by his executing a 
thirty-day note for the amount, to which suggestion he con- 
sented most graciously, and paid the note in. two weeks. In 
fact he called at my office twice in the meantime, to ascer- 
tain when the note would be due, assuring me that he would 
have the money, and paid it off two weeks before maturity. 

I am satisfied that this was the first and only promissory 
note the prince had ever executed in his whole life, and 
being an egotist (a characteristic of the deadbeat) began to 
look upon himself as a man of affairs and in all probability 
beat his bill to get the money to gratify his egotism and take 
up his note. 

The further value of taking promissory notes when ac- 
counts are uncollectible at the time was demonstrated in a 
recent case which came to my office. In 1894, John ———, a 
railroad shop man, owed one of our merchants, a grocer, 
$150 for goods and being unable to pay same and about to 
move into another part of the state, the merchant secured his 
note for the amount, In fact, at that time John would have 
signed a note for the national debt had he been given 60 


days in which to pay it, since he had nothing out of which a 
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judgment could be made. Nothing further was heard of John 
until after the note, together with the itemized account, had 
been destroyed by fire, and all barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. The merchant, however, made a copy of the note from 
memory, remembering the date and amount and rate of in- 
terest, and in the early part of 1909, fifteen years after debt 
was made and note executed, brought the memorandum or 
copy of note to my office. Later I located John in a Southern 
Missouri town, employed in the railway mail service, and 
after several letters had been written to him, each just a lit- 
tle stronger than the last (persistent dunning illustrated) he 
_grew angry and answered my last communication while he 
was still ‘mad, admitting the indebtedness and execution of 
note. Later John paid me $250, the extra $100 being a 
compromise settlement of accrued interest. 

Had we been compelled to furnish an itemized account 
as required by law when suing on an Open account, even 

' with John’s written admission of an indebtedness to plaintiff, 
we would have still failed in making a case. Whereas, a note 
having been once executed, though lost or destroyed, was 
evidence of the fact that a settlement between the parties 
had been arrived at, as to the amount due and the balance 
expressed in a promissory note, and though the note were lost 
the copy made by the plaintiff from memory, together 
with John’s admission of the execution of the original note 
would have given us a standing in court. 

Further, this was one of those cases where the debtor was 
wholly insolvent when the account was made and note 
executed, but is now in good circumstances, having inherited 
more than $5,000 a short while ago, thus strengthening the 
argument and contention that every man either progresses or 
goes back, and if broke in the beginning there is left but 
one direction in which to go, and that is to go forward. 


CORRESPONDENCE, 


As the telegram, telephone message and wireless always 
command immediate attention because they convey a great 
deal in a few words, so it is with business letters. The short, 
concise, to-the-point letter, is always read, even though it be 
a circular. In fact the long drawn out Robin Hood barn 
epistle has no place in the business world. Many merchants 
in their desire to sell more goods become so afraid of 
offending a customer that they will against theit better 
judgment allow an account to go on and on without saying 
anything and get bigger and bigger until at last, they see 
their error when it is too late, whereas a brief letter to the 
debtor would at least prevent the account from erofing out 
of proportions, while on the other side of the street, Jones, 
another merchant who thinks more of his accounts than he 
does of hurting somebody’s feelings, has been getting his 
money regularly from the same customer and selling him 
often times goods he really doesn’t need, simply because when 
he began to get slow with Jones, Jones wrote him a short 
concise letter, just like the one the bank wrote Jones, when 
he has overdrawn, and as a result Jones never had any 
more trouble about his account. It was the other fellow 
who was afraid he might offend some one, or lose a cus- 
tomer, he is the fellow that holds the bag. 


HE WHO MOVES AWAY. 


While a great many people move away from a town or 
city where-they have resided for a long time, yet they sel- 
dom remain permanently, and while they may be absent some 
time, even years, yet as a rule they usually leave behind 
“ties to bind” that sooner or later cause them to return to 
the old town. 

To illustrate this fact, two years ago our railroad shops 
were closed down and people who had been employed therein 
left the city by the score, and almost in every instance left 
unpaid bills behind. In fact there were in my hands alone 
for collection against persons who had moved away several 
thousand dollars of claims and they took good care to cover 
their tracks, leaving practically no trace whatever of where 
they had gone. After the shops were reopened, however, 
and business had assumed a yormal condition, I wrote each 
debtor a letter using our circular form letter No.2 as here- 
tofore described, addressing each person as though they lived 
in the city again, and that we knew of their presence and 
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as a result more than 30 per cent of the letters were respond- 
ed to, and debtors came in and out of the one transaction, an 
aggregate of over five hundred dollars was collected, while 
the time and expense were practically nothing. I found that 
in a great many instances they had returned, keeping the 
fact quiet by not showing themselves in districts where they 
had heretofore run accounts and had resumed their former 
occupations in the shops, and as the tone of the letters re- 
ceived by them indicated that we knew of their presence again 
in the city and fearing to jeopardize their positions by being 
sued on their accounts, they somehow couldn’t keep from 
coming in. We found one man by this method who had 
been away three years and had returned and resumed his 
employment at the railroad shops. He came in and paid us 
$40 that he had owed for groceries for five years, and an- 
other who had been living in Kansas City for more than 
four years paid us $38 which he had owed before moving 
away. 

I relate these instances to further illustrate my previous 
statement that if a merchant will give his old accounts proper 
consideration and keep the debtor constantly reminded of his 
unpaid bills, he will be agreeably surprised at the results of 
his efforts, and as was the case with us, in sending out let- 
ters at random to people who were supposed to be and live 
abroad, the investment proved to us and will prove to any 
one very profitable.

Above and over this cornice is a tin roof 
which was put on when the building was erected, 
but the water did not drain back from the front of 
the cornice as it should, and to obviate this there was 
a galvanized roof put over this one with more fall to 
the back.

factured from the raw materials in the same way and 
by the same method. 

The raw material is placed in an old-style open 
knobbling fire in layers, alternating with layers of 
charcoal made from selected hard wood. By the com- 
bustion of this fuel, and the efforts of the workman, 
who is known as a knobbler, the raw materials are 
reduced to the form of a ball, consisting of a spongy 
mass of almost chemically pure iron, but containing, 
mechanically held in the pores, a quantity of molten 
cinder or slag. This cinder must be removed, and in 
order to effect this separation, the ball, at the expira- 
tion of the knobbling process, is quickly taken to the 
anvil of a very large steam hammer. Here it is given 
a number of heavy blows, expelling the greater por- 
tion of the slag and forming the knobbler’s ball into a 
square block or cake of iron, which, however, still 
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contains a small portion of the slag. In order to get 
rid of this impurity the block or “bloom” is heated to 
a white heat and again taken to the hammer for a 
second hammering, after which it is “roughed off” in 
the mill into a long slab, which is cut up into short 
lengths for piling. These short lengths, when piled 
and faggotted are again heated to a white heat, weld- 
ing the pile into a solid bloom, which is then “finished 
off” into tin bars in the bar mill. These bars are then 
rolled in the ordinary way into charcoal iron black 
plate, which, being finished, is coated by means of the 
old-style palm oil process into Griffiths’ charcoal iron 
roofing.

The United States is the greatest tin using nation 
in the world. It consumes over 45 per cent of the 
entire supply, although contributing little to it. A 
tin mine was opened in South Carolina four or five 
years ago, and there are said to be deposits in North 
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Carolina, South Dakota and Wyoming. Next to the 
United States, Great Britain is the greatest consumer. 
It takes 30 per cent of the entire supply.

HARDWARE. 

Business in the hardware market still continues 
good, and prices as a rule are being well maintained. 
Retail dealers reported a good Christmas business, 
larger indeed than they had expected. The outlook 
for 1910 seems to be exceedingly bright. There is 
a fair business doing in wire nails, and there appears 
to be a considerably stronger demand for cut nails. 
A good demand is evidenced for builder’s hardware. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
foads.. The base price of cut nails at the mill‘ for 
jobbers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2.00 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2.10 for less than car- 
foads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
fows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.18 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
fots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net.

STEEL. 


Everything points to a higher level for all finished 
steel products in 1910, though there is evidently to 
be- no- precipitancy in the upward movement. The 
foundation is being laid for a general advance in 
the fixing of the prices of ‘coke and Lake Superior 
iron ore for the coming year, and meanwhile prices 
are being advanced here and there, wherever market 
conditions seem to warrant. 

There has been a great deal of activity in struc- 
tural steel lately, some very good contracts having 
recently been placed for office and municipal build- 
ings, mercantile structures and manufacturing plants. 
New contracts have been placed during the past 
week calling for about 35,000 tons of structural 
shapes, including the Mandel building at Chicago, 
10,000 tons, which was the largest contract for the 
week. 


PIG IRON. 


Continued drawing on 1910 contracts by bessemer, 
basic and even foundry iron consumers in the Pitts- 
burgh district last week had a strengthening effect 
on the iron market, though buying is light. How- 
ever, on this evidence of increased consumption, 20,- 
ooo tons of basic changed hands for first quarter, all 
at $17.25 valleys. Sales of foundry iron were light, 
while the bessemer interests still -hesitate to contract 
further ahead. 

Some of the buying of basic was by merchant in- 
terests who needed it to supply their regular trade 
in anticipation of 1910 contracts, so that in a sense 
the tonnage that changed hands hardly represents ac- 
curately the state of the market. All the $17 basic 
iron is off the market, however, and producers are 
confidently expecting that grade to rise to $17.50 
soon after the first of the year. There is still 30,000 
tons of basic iron held on speculation. None of it 
seems likely to be manipulated in such a way as to 
cause another break in the market. This tonnage is 
held in three lots, and the owners expect to get at 
least $17.50, and possibly $17.75 for it. 

Bessemer inquiries totalled about 11,000 tons, 5,000 
tons being from a Pittsburgh interest, and 2,500 tons 
from_a Cleveland firm, which has been in the market 
for nearly 1o days, asking prices on prompt bessemer. 
Some of the bessemer producers are in favor of put- 
ting 25 cents on the price after January 1, but the 
interests which control the situation are firm in their 
resolve that the $19 price shall govern. 

As a result of the large inroads which have been 
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made in some consumers’ future contracts by antici- 
pations, men in the market now expect the demand 
for all grades of iron to start in strong by the middle 
of January. Many of the new open hearth installa- 
tions in opetation in the Pitsburgh district are ex- 
ceeding their rated capacity. Stocks in furnace yards 
have been diminishing with astonishing rapidity in the 
last fortnight, and the sellers of foundry iron say 
there will be no difficulty in pushing that grade higher 
after the first of the year. 

Foundry iron still can be picked up in a limited 
way at $17, valleys, but for any extended delivery No. 
2 would bring $17.25. Some producers even declare 
they would not quote $17.25 for a large tonnage on 
an extended delivery, the rise in ore and coke prices 
having, it is estimated, added about $2 to the cost of 
producing pig iron. There is said to have been an 
effort on the part of speculators recently to get hold 
of a good quantity of No. 2 foundry at $17, for de- 
livery after the first of the year. They succeeded 
in getting little tonnage, however, the merchant iron 
trade being bitter against the speculative element in 
the Pittsburgh market. One sale of the week was 
1,000 tons of basic to a Cleveland casting interest, at 
$17.25, valleys, for first quarter delivery.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re 
port: 


“It is rather against the usual order of things, but last 
week there has been more_inquiry for pig iron than for some 
weeks past. Asa rule the holidays see a cessation of activity 
in the iron market. It is the season when the mills and 
foundries shut down for inventory and repairs and when a 
truce is sounded between buyers and sellers, so little is ex- 
pected. Accordingly, it is a pleasant surprise to find that 
there is some little interest in the market and transactions of 
moderate size. Prices have been made attractive, but it is a 
question in our minds whether prices have much to do with 
the current purchasing. We are rather of the opinion that 
the iron is bought because it is really needed and a good deal 
of it is needed in a hurry. 

“As for the year 1909, it has been good and bad. It 
started gloomily enough and by June prices had _ been 
smashed to small pieces. But since that time there has been 
a decided change. Prices have advanced from $3.00 to $4.00 
a ton, and the volume of business has been very large 
There is only one opinion as to the year 1910 and that is 
highly optimistic. It is tegarded as certain that 1910 will be 
a year of heavy tonnage and of satisfactory prices. We are 
thought to be starting on a long ascending statistical curve of 
prosperity that will last for several years. 

“It is to be. noted that in spite of the severe winter 
weather the railroads are doing well, and while there is some 
complaint of slow deliveries, yet things are much better than 
in previous years under similar conditions.”
